Other  Bills 

Other  bills  were  introduced 
in  the  195T  session  of  the  85th 
Congress  providing  that  certain 
tuition  payments  be  treated  as 
charitable  contributions  and 
thus. are  deductible  from  the  in¬ 
come  tax.  Representative  of 
these  bills  is  H.  R.  645  intro¬ 
duced  by  Congressman  Ford  of 
Michigan. 

'  H.  R.  345  was  refererd  to  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
and  its  status  is  now  described 
as  “pending.”  It  provides  that 
"payments  or  secondary  school 
conducted  on  a  religious  basis 
by  an  organized  and  operated 
for  religious  or  educational  pur¬ 
poses  shall  be  treated  as  a  con¬ 
tribution  or  gift  by  the  taxpayer 
to  such  organization.”

Hearings  on  tax  credit  puns 
for  htoher  education  were  ten¬ 
tatively  scheduled  here  by  the 
House  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means. 

These  plans  propose' that  an, 
income  tax  deduction  be  allpw- 
ed  .for  tuition  -paid  to  institu¬ 
tions  of  higher  learning.  -  The 
proposals  are  for  tuition  paid 
irrespective  to  either  public  or 
private  institutions. 

Among  the  bills  scheduled  for 
the  hearing  are  H.  R.  765  in¬ 
troduced  by  Rep.  McCarthy  of 
Minnesota.  H.  R.  1064  intro¬ 
duced  by  Rep.  Boggs  of  Louis¬ 
iana,  and  H.  R.  7002  introduced 
by  Rep.  Frelinghuysen  of  New 
Jersey. 

Although  there  are  slight 
variations  in  the  bills  all  three 
present  the  same  proposal.  H. 
R.  765  makes  this  provision: 
“There  shall  Jse  allowed  to  an 
individual,  as  credit  against  the 
tax  imposed  by  this  sub-title  for 
the  taxable  year,  an  amount 
equal  to  30  per  cent  of  the  ag¬ 
gregate  amount  paid  during  the 
taxable  year  by  such  individual 
to  institutions  of  higher  educa¬ 
tion  as  tuition  or  fees  for  the

INTERMEDIATE  SWORD  DRILL 

PURPOSE  ^ . 

Paul  speaks  of  the  Word  of  God  aV'the  svyord  of  the  Spirit” 
in  Ephesians  6:17.  This  expression  accounts  for  the  naming  of 
the  Sword  Drill.  The  Sword  Drill  is  an  exercise  in  hind  ling  the 
Bible.  Its  purpose  is  to  help  Intermediates  develop  still ‘in  hand¬ 
ling  the  Word  of  God.  Every  Intermediate  should  be  led  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  Sword  Drill  regularly. 

The  purpose  of  the  Intermediate  Sword  Drill  has  been  de¬ 
feated  if  in  any  church  one  person  is  selected  and  especially 
trained  for  participation  in  drills  outside  the  church,  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  each  Department  Director  and  each  Leader  and 
Sponsor  will  consistently  emphasize  the  Sword  Drill  as  a  regular 
part  of  Intermediate  Union  work. 

Participants  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Intermediate  Drills  will 
be  expected  to  read  the  Scripture  verses  clearly  and  intelligently 
before  a  large  assembly  in  the  main  auditorium-  In  *very  Sword 
Drill  in  the  local  union,  the  leader,  by  encouraging  the  Inter¬ 
mediates  to  read  clearly  and  distinctly,  will  place  proper  emphasis 
on  the  value  of  the  “spoken  word.”

In 
verses  0  to  20  we  have  the  gene¬ 
alogy  of  Hsftn.-ffe  had  four  sons, 
Canaan  being  the  one  who  was 
cursed.

Canaan’s  genealogy  Is 
!  given  in  verses  15  to  20.  From 
1  him  came  the  peoples  who  pos¬ 
sessed.,  the  land  of  Canaan  of 
Pglestine.  they  were  the  Jebu- 
sites,  Amorites,  Hivites,  and  oth¬ 
ers  who  were  lateg  replaced  in 
the  land  of  Canaan  by  Abraham 
and !  his  descendants. 

Ham  Not  Cursed 

What  actually  is  said  In  these 
two  chapters  about  a  curse  and 
itfc  consequences?  First,  it  was 
Canaan,  not  Ham,  who  was  curs¬ 
ed.  Second,  it  was  -Noah,  not 
God,  who  pronounced  the  cursei 
Third,  Canaan  was  condemned 
to  be  a  servant  of  his  brothers. 
Nothing  is  said  about  his  des¬ 
cendants  being  servants  forever. 

Fourth,  Canaan’s  descendants 
were  not  Negroes  but  those  peo¬ 
ple  who  dwelt  in  the  land  of 
■Canaan  and  who  were  replaced 
when  the  land  was  given  to 
Abraham  and  the  Hebrew  na¬ 
tion.  Fifth,  there  is  no  indica¬ 
tion  that  Noah’s  curse  was  rati¬ 
fied  by  God  .because  there  is  no 
.evidence  that  either  Canaan  be¬ 
came  a  slave-ofLhis  brothers  or 
the  Canaanites  beckme  slaves  of  . 
other  peoples.  ~ 

There  seems  to  be  one  conclu¬ 
sion  to  which  we  are  drawn  by 
a  careful  examination  of  Gene¬ 
sis  9-10  in  its  relation  to  segrega¬ 
tion.  This  is  that  it  gives  no  sup¬ 
port  whatever  to  those  who  wish 
to  use  it  as  a  support  for  segre¬ 
gation.

J.  M.  Dawson  Discusses

WASHINGTON,  (BP)  —  J.  M. 
Dawson,  veteran  minister  ,  and 
lifted  Baptist  author  and- de- 
nomytatjonal  leader,  discusses 
the  future  of  Southern  Baptists 
in  the  Jan.  20  issue  Of  Chrisian- 
ity  Today  magazine. 

What  is  the  future  of  South¬ 
ern  Baptists?  “Assuredly  dt  is 
not  extinction,”  according  to 
Dawson.  He  said  the  “direct  po¬ 
tential  threat  to  the  future  of 
Southern  Baptists’  ongoing  is  in¬ 
ternal  unity.”

Committee  on  Public  Affairs, 
Washington.

Dawson’s  further  interest  in 
religious  liberty  may  be  noted 
by  the  fact  that  two  years .  ago 
Broadman  Press  published  his 
book,  “Baptists  and  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Republic,”  in  which  he  re¬ 
views  Baptists  in  their  church- 
state  relations.

PLANNING  A  NURSING  CAREER? 


The  least  Protestant  of  20  maj¬ 
or  metropolitan  centers  In  the 
U.  S.  la,  according  to  a  church 
distribution  study  being  made 
by  the  National  Council  of  Chnr- 
ches,  the  great  New  York  area. 
The  survey  shows  that  10.7  par 
cent  of  the  population  la  Pro- 
teatant,  24  per  cent  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  and  2U  per  cent  Jewish.  Al¬ 
most  25  per  cent  la  regarded  as 
affiliated  with  no  place  of  wor¬ 
ship.  The  figures  are  consider¬ 
ed  to  be  slightly  Inaccurate 
since  it  was  impossible  for  pro- 
dominently  Negro  denomina¬ 
tions  to  produce  proper  mem¬ 
bership  statistics  in  the  form  de¬ 
sired  by  the  survey. 

Of  the  20  largest  metropoli¬ 
tan  centers,  according  to  the 
study,  only  six  showed  more 
Protestants  than  Roman  Catho- 
eome  |  lies.  These  were  Washington, 
Dee  Moines,  Louisville.  Mlnne- 


apolis-SL  Paul,  Columbus  and 

Seattle. 

The  preponderantly  Roman 
Catholic  centers  in  addition  to 
New  York  were  shown  to  be 
Buffalo,  Boston,  Chicago,  Cleve¬ 
land.  Pittsburgh,  Milwaukee, 
Philadelphia,  Detroit,  Dayton, 
San  Francisco,  St  Louis,  Balti¬ 
more  and  Los  Angeles.  Except 
for  New  York,  Jewish  percent¬ 
ages  were  far  below  the  two  oth¬ 
er  faiths. 

According  to  the  survey,  Pro¬ 
testantism  in  the  United  States 
can  be  considered  45.?  per  cent 
metropolitan  (areas  Including 
cities  of  over  50.000  papulation.) 

The  most  metropolitan  of  the 
various  Protestant  denomina¬ 
tions  -were  listed  aa  Protestant 
Episcopal,  72.8  per  cent.  United 
Lutheran,  96  per  cent,  Presby¬ 
terian  U.  S.  A.,  92.1,  per  cent 
and  the  United  Church  of  Christ 
59.8  per  cent 

Southern  Baptists  were  sing¬ 
led  out  as  the  least  metroplitan 
with  20.4  per  cent
